Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  thirty-eighth  and 
final  Annual  Report  of  Vital  Statistics  and  Sanitary 
Work  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1920. 

The  birth  and  death  rates,  from  data  and 
population  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General,  are 
respectively  37‘75  and  14'50,  and  the  infant  death 
rate  114. 

The  statistics  in  Tables  I.-IV.  are  from  infor- 
mation obtained  from  the  local  registrars,  and  the 
population  adopted  is  that  used  by  the  County 
Council  for  comparison  with  the  other  districts. 

The  table  containing  the  statistics  of  the 
several  townships  in  the  district  is  withheld  this 
year,  and  will  be  supplied  next  year  when  an 
accurate  census  has  been  obtained. 
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1,068  deaths  occurred,  of  which  eighty-four 
were  outside  the  district,  and  2,768  births  were 
registered. 

The  death  rate  of  persons  belonging  to  the 
district  was  13'35  per  thousand  of  population, 
against  18’43  the  average  for  the  previous  forty 
years  and  18’ 31  for  the  previous  six  years. 

The  birth  rate  was  34’62  per  thousand,  against 
36’72  for  the  previous  forty  years  and  29’31  for  the 
previous  six  years. 

The  death  rate  is  38  per  cent,  of  the  birth  rate, 
against  53  the  previous  year  and  46  the  average  of 
the  previous  forty  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  five  years  of  age 
was  440,  being  41’19  per  cent,  of  total  deaths, 
against  49’54  the  average  for  the  previous  forty 
years. 

The  infant  mortality,  that  is  the  number  of 
deaths  under  a year  to  a thousand  births,  was  115, 
against  159  the  average  for  the  previous  thirty-eight 
years. 

Thirty-one  deaths  were  of  persons  over  eighty 
years,  two  over  ninety:  eleven  males  with  an  aver- 
age of  82’5  years,  and  twenty-one  females  with  an 
average  of  83’2  years. 

291  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  quarter,  302 
in  the  second,  237  in  the  third  and  238  in  the 
fourth. 

Forty-eight  deaths  were  certified  by  coroner’s 
inquest,  and  nineteen  by  coroner’s  order,  4’4  and 
1’7  per  cent,  of  total  deaths  respectively.  None 
were  by  unqualified  practitioners. 


Twenty-nine  deaths  occurred  at  the  Union 
Workhouse,  twenty-two  of  tliem  belonging  to  the 
district,  and  eight  at  the  Infections  Diseases  Hos- 
pital. 

The  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases

Small-pox. — No  case  has  occurred  in  the 
county,  but  notices  have  been  received  of  contacts 
entering  the  district,  mostly  from  ships.  The  ex- 
emptions from  vaccination,  which,  after  steadily 
rising  from  19  per  cent,  in  1911,  had  fallen  the 
previous  year  to  40  per  cent.,  have  again  risen, 
and  this  year  are  56  per  cent,  of  births  registered; 
a bad  omen. 

Measles. — The  year  began  with  a mild  epi- 
demic in  the  southern  part  of  the  district  where  it 
had  been  beginning  the  end  of  the  year  before. 
In  the  first  quarter  it  extended  throughout  the 
southern  half  of  the  district  generally  but  not 
severely.  In  the  second  quarter  it  was  epidemic  in 
the  central  part,  Shotton,  Easington  and  Haswell, 
and  the  infant  departments  of  the  schools  were 
closed  in  consequence.  In  the  third  quarter  it 
was  much  milder,  and  in  the  fourth  it  was  almost 
extinct.  Thirty-six  deaths  gave  a mortality  of  OHS 
per  thousand,  and  all  but  two  were  under  five 
years  of  age. 
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Scarlet  Fever. — This  disease,  like  the  poor, 
is  ever  with  us.  After  three  years  of  comparative 
immunity,  1916-1917-1918,  the  incidence  increased, 
as  was  to  be  expected,  in  1919,  and  this  was  con- 
tinued into  1920.  Its  distribution  was  very  similar 
to  the  year  before,  but  was  more  marked  in  the 
central  areas  and  the  early  part  of  the  year,  after 
which  it  gradually  abated.  All  over  it  was  less 
than  in  the  year  before,  and  was  of  a correspond- 
ingly milder  type  and  in  common  with  surrounding 
districts.  147  cases,  30  per  cent.,  the  highest 
number  on  record,  were  received  into  the  Thorpe 
Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment.  It  is  now  on  the 
wane,  and,  as  before,  rotheln  still  gets  mixed  with 
it,  making  the  incidence  seem  higher  and  the 
mortality  lower.  For  comparison,  the  incidence 
of  recent  years  is  appended: —

Whooping-cough. — The  incidence  of  this  is 
the  lightest  on  record. 

Diphtheria. — The  incidence  for  this  year  on 
the  district  generally  was  the  lowest  on  record. 
39  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were  at  Kelloe,  a small 
group  of  houses  on  the  margin  of  the  district, 
adjoining  an  outside  district  where  it  had  been 
prevalent,  and  containing  the  school  where  the 
children  of  this  village  attended.  Otherwise  the 
distribution  was  fairly  equal.  The  fifty-nine  cases 
were  in  fifty-three  houses  and  one,  a tramp,  in  the 
Workhouse.  Nowhere  else  was  it  epidemic,  and 
the  largest  increase  was  in  children  under  school 
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age,  while  the  greatest  mortality  was  among  children 
of  school  age.  The  cases  generally  were  mild,  and 
the  case  mortality  was  the  lowest  on  record.  Only 
two  cases  were  corroborated  by  bacterial  test. 
There  was  little  evidence  of  direct  infection,  except 
in  the  houses  with  multiple  cases.  Seven  cases 
were  associated  with  sanitary  defects,  four  were  in 
very  dirty  houses,  and  in  only  one  case  was  milk 
used  raw  as  food.  76  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were 
received  into  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  highest  on 
record.  The  number  of  cases,  attack  rate  per 
thousand  of  population  and  the  case  mortality  per 
cent,  for  the  past  six  years  were: —

It  is  noteworthy  that  notwithstanding  the  over- 
crowding in  the  district,  as  in  former  years,  so  little 
is  this  disease  associated  with  that  condition,  the 
average  population  in  the  infected  houses  was  1'9 
person  per  room. 


Enteric  Fever. — This  disease  continues  to 
decrease,  and  this  year  is  much  the  lowest  on 
record.  Six  cases  were  notified.  Four  near  by  in 
one  village,  with  a history  of  a case  the  year  before 
in  one  of  the  houses,  and  one  next  door  to  it.  One 
of  these  four  was  fatal,  and  one  after  removal  to 
hospital  found  not  to  be  enteric  fever.  One  case 
notified  continued  fever,  with  a probable  history  of 
septicaemia,  also  died  and  is  included  under  enteric 
fever  in  Table  III.  Two  occurred  in  another  village 
and  had  no  connection  with  the  first  lot;  both  were 
mild  and  no  history  as  to  origin  could  be  found. 
The  third  death  was  of  a person  belonging  to  the 
district  who  got  infected  outside  the  district  and 
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died  there.  Two  only  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation 


Hospital.  The  number,  attack  rate  per  thousand

Influenza. — The  prevalence  of  this  was  much 
less  than  the  year  before.  The  death  rate  was  0'2S 
against  T31. 

Cerebko-spinal  Meningitis. — Only  one  case 
of  this  occurred,  without  a history  of  any  kind. 
The  case  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
The  clinical  signs  and  symptoms  were  all  distinctly 
well  marked,  but  the  examined  fluid  revealed  only 
pneumococci  and  streptococci,  and  the  case  made 
an  excellent  recovery.  One  death  at  the  age  of  six 
years  was  certified  from  cerebro-spinal  meningitis. 
Inquiry  elicited  that  it  was  a well-marked  pneu- 
monia with  slight  delirium. 

Diarrhcea. — The  deaths  were  4-86  per  cent, 
of  total  deaths,  against  5'91  the  average  of  the 
previous  thirty-seven  years.  98  per  cent,  were 
under  five  years,  and  50  per  cent,  occurred  in 
the  third  quarter. 

Puerperal  Fever. — The  average  of  cases  to 
births  was  0T9  per  cent,  for  the  past  twenty-six 
years,  this  year  it  is  0-07,  and  the  death  rate  is  nil, 
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though  two  cases  are  added  by  the  Registrar- 
General  after  further  inquiry ; and  from  other 
causes,  0‘28. 

Only  three  cases  of  Malaria  were  notified 
and  inquired  into;  all  from  abroad  and  none  from 
dysentery,  poliomyelitis  or  encephalitis  lethargica. 

Tuberculosis. — 199  new  cases  occurring  in 
the  district  were  notified.  Cases  reported  by  the 
Health  Visitors  associated  with  insanitary  surround- 
ings are  inquired  into,  cards  of  instructions  with 
disinfectants  and  sputum  flasks  are  supplied,  and 
disinfection  of  houses  after  death  or  removal  carried 
out.  About  2,400  visits  have  been  made  to  these 
cases  by  the  Health  Visitors.  The  subscription  of 
£2S  per  annum  to  the  County  Society  for  Pre- 
vention and  Cure  of  Consumption  continues  to  be 
paid. 


Maternity  and  Infant  Welfare. — Over 
4,700  visits  have  been  made  to  infants,  advice  and 
instructions  given  to  mothers,  with  free  or  cheaper 
food  supplied  where  necessary. 

Fourteen  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 
were  notified,  the  same  number  as  the  year  before. 
These  were  followed  up  and  all  recovered  but  two, 
in  each  of  which  an  eye  was  lost.  A welfare  centre 
is  to  be  opened  shortly  within  the  district. 

Hospitals. — The  Thorpe  Isolation  Hospital 
has  been  maintained  and  received  195  persons,  the 
increasing  number  for  each  year  making  a record. 
A motor  ambulance  has  been  obtained,  a con- 
siderable improvement  in  carrying  out  the  work. 
Disinfection  of  houses  is  practised  where  required 
and  disinfectants  freely  supplied.  Diphtheria  anti- 
toxin is  supplied  when  necessary.  The  Joint 
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Small-pox  Hospital  for  this  and  Sedgefield  is 
constantly  kept  in  readiness.

The  Guardians  disbursed  .^15,165  in  out-door 
relief. 

Housing. — A fair  idea  of  the  district  may  be 
got  from  the  census  of  a new  village,  Easington 
Colliery,  recently  taken.  Of  1,435  houses  inspected; 
105  were  overcrowded,  with  more  than  two  persons 
to  each  room;  159  were  occupied  by  more  than  one 
family,  and  of  these  thirty-eight  were  included  in 
the  overcrowded;  twenty-five  had  insanitary  con- 
ditions as  to  lighting,  ventilation,  dampness  or 
disrepair. 

An  important  part  of  the  Council’s  routine 
work  is  the  improvement  of  the  older  houses. 
Following  is  a summary  of  efforts  in  that  direction, 
generally  following  statutory  notices  in  the  different 
townships,  not  so  much  as  to  be  desired  but  a step 
in  the  right  direction; — 

Easington. — Twenty-two  midden  privies  con- 
verted into  ash-closets;  one  w.c.  fixed  in  place  of  a 
pail-closet;  one  tenemented  house  received  general 
repairs;  street-making  by  private  owners  is  making 
progress. 

Haswell. — One  ash-closet  replaced  by  w.c.; 
one  defective  w.c.  repaired. 

South  Hetton. — Eight  open  privy  middens 
converted  into  ash-closets;  notices  served  for  six- 
teen houses  in  Smith  Street  for  insulficient  privy 
accommodation. 
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Shotton. — For  twenty  houses  coal-hoiises  built, 
yards  walled  and  cemented  and  separate  sinks 
provided;  the  owner  of  a large  lot  of  houses  has 
promised  to  begin  rebuilding  three  at  a time  and 
continue  with  twelve  every  year;  the  rebuilding  of 
two  dilapidated  houses  is  delayed  for  want  of 
accommodation  for  the  occupants. 

Horden. — A lot  of  forty-six  houses  have  had 
coal-houses  built,  yards  walled  and  cemented  and 
separate  sinks  provided;  a statutory  order  for  an 
overcrowded  house  was  followed  by  the  number 
being  reduced.  At  both  these  places  extensive 
streeting  is  being  constructed  with  scoriae  bricks. 

Castle  Eden. — At  the  Factory  thirteen  houses 
have  had  the  yards  asphalted,  two  have  been  con- 
verted into  one  and  had  a w.c.  added,  and  for  the 
others  conversion  of  privies  into  ash-closets  is 
promised. 

Cold  Hesleden. — Statutory  notices  have  been 
served  for  lots  of  thirty-three  and  twelve  houses  for 
insanitary  privies  and  ashpits,  and  the  work  is 
promised  to  be  done. 

Dalton-le-Dale. — Statutory  notices  have  been 
served  on  the  owners  of  twenty-six  insanitary  privy 
ashpits  to  have  them  converted  into  ash-closets, 
and  this  w^ork  is  also  promised. 

Murton. — Two  privy  middens  have  been  re- 
placed by  w.c.’s ; notices  have  been  served  for 
insufficient  drainage  of  fifty-two  houses  in  Green 
Street,  and  this  also  is  promised  to  be  carried  out. 

Thornley. — Statutory  notices  have  been  served 
for  insanitary  conveniences  of  two  houses. 

Kelloe. — Thirty  houses  have  had  ashpits  con- 
verted into  ash -closets,  yards  made  with  a sink  in 
each.  Trimdon  Grange  has  three  houses  similarly 
provided. 
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Wingate. — Eleven  houses  in  Mill  Row  have 
had  yards  paved,  walls  built  and  sinks  provided;  in 
Johnson  Street  thirteen  houses  have  had  staircase 
to  replace  a step-ladder,  and  in  twelve  the  attic 
divided  into  two  rooms.  At  Wheatley  Hill  thirteen 
houses  have  had  privies  converted  into  ash-closets, 
yards  paved  and  walled  and  sinks  fixed.  Trimdon, 
six  houses  have  received  general  repairs  and  have 
had  ashpits  converted  into  ash-closets.  Wingate 
Lane,  notices  served  for  general  repair  to  two 
houses  and  the  work  promised. 

Hutton  Henry. — The  conversion  of  ashpits 
attached  to  five  railway  houses  into  w.c.'s  is  to  be 
carried  out  by  your  Surveyor;  the  general  improve- 
ment of  privies,  yards  and  drains  for  eight  houses 
is  to  be  carried  out. 

Seaham. — In  School  Street  sixteen  houses 
have  had  roofs  raised,  floors  relaid,  dormer  window 
fixed  in,  attic  divided  into  two  rooms,  outbuildings 
reconstructed  and  water  laid  on — this  is  to  be 
continued  to  the  rest  of  the  street;  further  w.c. 
accommodation  is  ordered  for  a block  of  five  houses, 
and  street-making  is  in  progress  by  the  owners. 

The  total  amount  of  work  on  old  properties  is 
not  great,  but  with  the  difficulties  presented  in  cost 
of  labour  and  material  there  is  something  to  be 
thankful  for. 

New  Buildings. — 131  plans  for  a mixed  class 
of  buildings  and  additions  were  approved  by  your 
Building  Plans  Committee.  Seventy-six  houses 
were  completed  and  certificates  for  habitation  issued 
from  part  plans  approved  the  3^ear  before,  mostly 
at  Horden.  Sixty-one  other  buildings  completed 
were  made  up  of  temporary  wooden  structures, 
additions  and  alterations  to  existing  properties. 

Under  Section  1 of  the  “ Housing  {Additional 
Powers)  Act,  1919  ”,  for  giving  Government  Grant 
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in  aid  of  buildings,  eight  certificates  “ A ” were 
issued  for  104  houses  to  autliorise  their  being  built, 
and  six  certificates  “ B ” were  issued  for  forty 
houses  completed  and  thereby  entitled  to  benefit 
accordingly. 

Housing  Schemes. — Your  Committee  have 
been  very  active  in  pushing  forward  schemes 
launched  the  vear  before  for  workmen’s  houses  at 
Wingate,  Shotton,  New  Seaham,  Murton,  Thornley, 
Wheatley  Hill,  Trimdon,  South  Hetton  and  Horden. 
Only  a part  of  the  total  number  of  houses  could  be 
proceeded  with  owing  to  financial  difficulties  and 
other  restrictions,  but  a policy  has  been  adopted  of 
commencing  building  on  each  site,  preferably  along 
existing  road  frontages,  and  thus  to  relieve  the 
congestion  in  each  place.  The  dearth  of  labour, 
materials  and  transport  and  other  difficulties  attend- 
ing the  erection  of  houses  have  been  particularly 
acute  in  a rural  district  so  great  in  area  as  is 
Easington,  and  your  Housing  Committee  have  had 
recourse  to  every  expedient  to  get  houses  erected 
at  reasonable  prices  on  the  schemes  undertaken. 

At  Wingate  a scheme  of  direct  labour  was 
adopted  when  builders  would  not  tender,  and  has 
proved  very  satisfactory.  Practically  every  building 
firm  in  the  area  has  been  enlisted  for  the  work  it 
could  undertake  locally — in  some  cases  contractors 
sharing  the  work  on  one  scheme — and  the  tenders 
of  large  firms  of  contractors  outside  the  area  have 
been  accepted  for  houses  not  let  to  local  contractors. 
Both  brick  and  a special  form  of  concrete  construc- 
tion have  been  adopted  in  the  houses,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  good  progress  will  be  made  this 
year. 

The  development  of  the  lay-out  of  the  various 
sites,  the  construction  of  new  streets  and  laying  of 
water  mains  and  electric  cables  to  meet  immediate 
needs  continue  satisfactorily.  The  lay-out  of  each 
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scheme  is  on  modern  garden  city  lines  at  ten 
houses  to  the  acre.  The  roadways,  which  are 
from  36  feet  to  50  feet  wide,  have  tar  macadam 
carriageways  with  grass  verges  and  tar  footpaths  on 
each  side,  and  each  site  has  its  special  features  in 
children’s  playgrounds  and  open  spaces.  Each 
house  has  a fore-court  about  20  feet  deep  on  the 
road  front,  and  a garden  about  70  feet  deep  on  the 
garden  front.  The  houses  are  built  in  blocks  of 
two  and  four,  chiefly  to  avoid  the  effects  of  subsi- 
dence, and  are  of  three  types;  type  “A”,  large, 
containing  living-room,  kitchen-scullery,  three  bed- 
rooms, pantry,  bath-room,  w.c.  and  coals;  type  “a”, 
small,  similar  rooms  but  less  floor  area;  type  “ B ”, 
same  as  “A”  but  with  the  addition  of  a small 
parlour.  In  all  cases  they  are  as  large  as  the 
Ministry  of  Health  will  permit. 

Medical  opinion  is  unanimous  as  to  the  import- 
ance of  allowing  plenty  of  sunshine  to  penetrate 
into  the  rooms  in  winter,  especially  when  the  sun 
is  low  and  its  light  and  warmth  are  most  valuable. 
Each  type  of  house,  therefore,  has  various  plans 
designed  to  suit  different  aspects,  so  that  sunlight 
can  enter  every  room  at  some  part  of  the  day.  The 
houses  facing  each  other  are  planned  at  a general 
width  of  at  least  70  feet,  so  that  the  sunlight  will 
reach  the  lower  rooms  of  houses  on  sloping  sites. 

The  houses  are  planned  to  give  the  maximum 
of  comfort  with  the  minimum  of  work  for  the 
housewife.  Hot  and  cold  water  are  laid  on  to  the 
bath,  lavatory  basin  and  sink  in  the  kitchen.  The 
coals  and  w.c.  are  accessible  under  cover  in  all 
cases,  and  the  bath-room  is  off  the  entrance  hall  or 
landing  and  equally  accessible  from  the  ground  or 
bed-room  floors. 

The  accompanying  schedule  gives  the  acreage 
of  the  sites  purchased  in  the  area,  the  number  of

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each  type  each  site  is  planned  to  carry  and  the 
number  of  houses  of  each  type  arranged  to  be 
erected  as  a first  instalment.  Up  to  the  present  six 
houses  have  been  completed  at  Thornley,  twelve 
are  about  completed  at  Wingate  and  a large 
number  are  commenced  on  the  various  schemes. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. — The  Wingate-to- 
the-sea  scheme  has  been  re-commenced  under  a 
new  contract,  and  considerable  progress  has  been 
made  in  face  of  the  difficulties  of  material  and 
shortage  of  labour. 

The  Haswell-to-the-sea  scheme  is  still  in  the 
paper  stage,  except  that  it  was  necessary  to  under- 
take a revision  to  be  in  readiness  should  facilities 
offer  for  proceeding  with  the  work. 

The  different  sewage  disposal  works  have  been 
maintained  as  far  as  possible.  At  Murton  the  outer 
ring  wall  of  clinker  bed  No.  1 had  to  be  rebuilt  and 
the  distributors  overhauled  and  repaired.  The 
supervision  of  the  smaller  works,  including  twenty- 
three  settling  tanks,  has  been  transferred  from  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Surveyor.  In  consequence 
of  the  increased  flow  of  sewage  that  will  come  from 
the  housing  schemes  at  Thornley,  Wheatley  Hill  and 
Shotton,  and  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  works 
at  these  places,  the  Surveyor  has  been  instructed 
to  submit  an  improved  scheme  to  cope  with  the 
position.  The  plan  suggested  is  that  the  works  at 
Thornley,  Wheatley  Hill  and  Shotton  should  be 
abandoned,  and  that  the  whole  of  the  sewage  from 
these  places  be  treated  at  one  site.  That  selected 
is  the  Horden  Collieries’  brickyard  at  Shotton. 
Plans  etc.  for  this  are  now  in  an  advanced  stage, 
and  it  is  hoped  an  inquiry  for  that  object  may  be 
held  at  an  early  date. 

Besides  maintaining  in  working  condition  all 
existing  sewers  and  streams,  new  work  has  been 
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carried  out — 75  yards  6-inch  sewer,  1,465  yards 
9-inch,  589  yards  12-inch,  total  2,129  yards — at: 
Wingate,  233  yards  12-inch  to  relay  sewer  for  New 
Row  and  Cross  Row;  33  yards  6-inch  sewer  re- 
placed at  Wheatley  Hill;  Thornley,  491  yards  9-inch 
and  272  yards  12-inch  sewers  to  drain  new  houses 
scheme,  42  yards  6-inch  for  extension  of  existing 
sewer  to  Bow  Street;  South  Hetton,  724  yards 
9-inch  to  drain  houses  in  Eight  Rows;  Shotton, 
250  yards  9-inch  and  84  yards  12-inch  to  drain 
Victoria  Street.  At  South  Hetton  149  houses  had 
their  drain  with  trapped  gully  connected  with  the 
sewers  by  the  Surveyor’s  staff,  failing  a notice  to 
carry  out  the  same  under  the  “Public  Health  Act”, 

Scavenging. — This  work  hitherto  carried  out 
by  contract,  and  generally  fairly  well  last  year  at  a 
cost  of  19,987,  is  now  undertaken  by  newly 
appointed  Parochial  Committees  for  nine  of  the 
larger  townships  under  the  supervision  of  the 
District  Council.  For  the  necessary  equipments 
a loan  has  been  raised  for  .€10,480.  Obtaining  a 
tip  for  each  place  was  not  always  an  easy  matter. 
At  Murton  it  was  necessary  to  purchase  eight  acres 
of  land,  for  which  purpose  a local  inquiry  was 
held.  New  drainage  was  required  for  these  tips: 
at  Seaham,  83  yards  oval  piping  60  inches  by  48, 
concrete  tubes  for  No.  2 tip,  with  225  yards  of 
fencing;  at  Murton,  150  yards  24-inch  pipes  and 
217  yards  of  fencing;  at  Easington,  153  yards  of 
18-inch  pipes  were  laid  in  the  stream  bed.  At 
present,  in  spite  of  increased  cost,  the  system  is 
not  an  improvement,  unless  at  Seaham,  where  it 
has  been  in  operation  for  over  a year.  The  smaller 
townships  still  continue  cleansing  by  contractors, 
which  on  the  whole  is  fairly  satisfactory. 

Excrement  AND  Reeuse  Removal. — In  detail, 
means  are  now  provided  for  every  house  in  the 
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district,  and  this  did  not  obtain  only  a few  years 
ago.  It  is  mainly  now  by  ash-closet,  and  the  ash- 
pit privy  is  fast  disappearing,  though,  for  obvious 
reasons,  this  change  has  not  increased  rapidly 
during  the  past  few  years;  pail-closets,  never 
popular,  have  declined  and  w.c.’s  have  increased 
since  the  last  record  from  6 to  7 per  cent. 

Urinals. — Two  of  these  of  an  improved 
structure  have  been  erected  at  Easington,  and 
negotiations  are  in  progress  for  sites  for  others 
at  Murton  and  Monk  Hesleden. 

Np:w  Streets. — Many  of  the  unmade  streets 
have  been  scheduled  and  orders  for  their  making- 
up  obtained  from  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The 
following  are  completed; — Easington:  Station  Road 
West,  Back  Seaside  Lane  North,  Back  Office  Street, 
and  others  are  being  proceeded  with;  Seaham:  Back 
Vane  Terrace,  Back  Cook  Street,  Back  Bankhead 
Street,  and  preparations  being  made  for  others; 
Shotton:  contracts  have  been  made  for  several 
streets  and  the  work  is  begun;  Horden:  several  of 
the  colliery  streets  have  been  made-up;  Thornley: 
plans  and  estimates  have  been  prepared  for  several 
streets  and  a loan  is  being  applied  for,  and  it  is 
hoped  a beginning  will  soon  be  made;  Wheatley 
Hill:  three  streets  are  in  course  of  construction  and 
plans  are  being  prepared  for  others;  Wingate:  the 
same  state  of  progress  obtains;  Wingate  Lane; 
the  back  and  side  streets  here  are  in  course  of 
construction. 

Water  Supplies. — Except  solitary  outlying 
houses,  a supply  of  good  water  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  district.  As  previously  noted,  a 
more  reliable  supply  was  required  for  Thornley, 
Wheatley  Hill,  Haswell,  Hutton  Henry,  part  of 
Shotton  and  particularly  for  some  of  the  new 
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building  schemes.  For  this  purpose  a scheme 
consisting  of  a reservoir  to  hold  750,000  gallons,  to 
be  placed  near  the  Half-way  House,  Thornley,  has 
been  projected,  with  a supply  from  a public 
company.  It  is  expected  this,  with  other  existing 
systems,  will  put  supplies  to  the  entire  district  on 
a most  satisfactory  footing. 

It  is  interesting,  historically,  to  note  that  the 
earliest  water  supplies  in  the  district  were  essentially 
private.  Before  colliery  companies  began  to  pump 
water  for  the  use  of  their  workmen,  it  was  not  un- 
common for  an  industrious  miner  to  sink  a private 
well  inside  his  own  house,  not  in  the  kitchen, 
but  in  the  “fore-house”,  and  until  recently  these 
sources  were  in  use. 

Nuisances. — Besides  statutory  notices,  infor- 
mal notices,  which  are  not  brought  before  your 
Council,  have  been  served  by  your  Sanitary  Inspec- 
tors to  the  number  of  578  for  defects  noted  in  the 


course  of  other  duties,  as  follow: —

Notices  to  Scavenging  Contractors  ...  67 
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Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. — There 
are  eighty-seven  of  these  on  the  register.  They 
are  regularly  inspected  and  attention  given  to  the 
necessary  requirements.  Informal  notices  have 
been  served  for  lime-washing,  cleanliness  and  re- 
moval of  manure.  The  whole  are  generally  in  a 
fair  condition.  One  new  shed  was  erected  to 
accommodate  ten  cows.  The  milk  supply  to  the 
hospital  was  examined  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Slaughter-houses. — Thirty-two  of  these  were 
on  the  register  in  the  month  of  December.  They 
are  regularly  inspected.  Some  are  first-class;  in  a 
few  of  the  smaller  the  killing  is  still  carried  out  in 
the  sale  shop.  Only  a few  informal  notices  were 
served,  mostly  for  removal  of  offensive  matter. 

There  is  only  one  registered  lodging-house, 
with  forty-seven  beds.  Informal  notices  were 
served  for  defects  as  to  privy  and  ventilation. 

There  is  one  knackers’ yard,  which  is  conducted 
without  complaint. 

Premises  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice- 
cream and  shops  for  the  sale  of  fried  fish  are 
inspected.  Application  for  one  of  the  latter  was 
refused  owing  to  unsuitability  of  premises. 

A site  for  a public  recreation  ground  was 
inspected  on  behalf  of  the  Parish  Council  at 
Thornley  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Sites  for  a proposed  burial  ground  at  Easington 
Colliery,  and  for  an  extension  of  existing  burial 
ground  at  Easington  village,  were  inspected  and 
found  to  be  suitable. 

Under  the  “Public  Health  Amendment  Act”, 
Part  IV.,  by  which  to  regulate  places  of  public 
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dancing  or  music,  certification  is  obtained  from  the 
magistrates;  six  such  places  were  inspected  for  that 
purpose. 

The  most  satisfactory  item  of  the  statistics  is 
the  return  to  a more  normal  birth  rate.  It  is 
lowest  in  the  Castle  Eden  group,  or  agricultural 
townships,  28,  and  highest  in  the  mining,  in 
Easington,  44.  Some  figures  are  more  favourable 
than  is  apparent,  thus:  the  infantile  death  rate,  115, 
taken  in  conjunction  with  the  ratios  of  the  birth 
rate,  to  be  the  same  as  for  the  county  should  have 
been  122,  and  is  so  much  more  to  the  credit  of  the 
district.  The  illegitimate  births,  last  year  1’05, 
the  lowest  on  record,  are  much  higher,  1-50  per 
thousand  of  population  and  4'33  per  cent,  of  total 
births.  The  infant  mortality  among  these  was  225, 
against  110  in  the  legitimate. 

Though  the  district  is  far  from  perfect  and 
much  is  required  to  be  done,  considering  the 
present  industrial  and  social  conditions  obtaining 
in  the  district  and  the  sanitary  circumstances 
existing  in  the  past,  the  statistics  indicate  by  the 
steadily  lowering  of  death  rates,  and  particularly 
the  rapidly  disappearing  enteric  fever  (see  notes 
under  that  head),  a steady  progress  more  favourable 
than  is  to  be  found  anywhere.  In  evidence,  take 
the  patural  increase  in  population  per  thousand 
living: —

In  the  previous  year’s  Report  attention  was 
drawn  to  the  death  rate,  which  had  fallen  from 
20‘09  in  the  quinquennium  1881-85  to  14'47  in 
1916-20,  a reduction  of  28  per  cent.  This  was  partly 
accounted  for  by  the  reduction  in  the  incidence 
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of  enteric  fever  by  the  large  figure  of  99  per 
cent.  This  benefit  is  mainly  due  to  improved 
sanitary  conditions,  and  indicates  that  much  good 
work,  under  expert  advice,  had  been  accomplished 
by  a working  majority  of  the  Council,  which  in- 
cludes many  labour  representatives,  some  of  whom 
I regard  as  personal  friends.  This  should  have 
been  greater  but  for  the  retarding  influence  of  the 
“wind  bags’’,  a small  gang  who,  outside  communal 
interest,  have  generally  an  axe  to  grind — private 
interest,  personal  spite  or,  may  be,  simply  vanity. 
These  disturbers  of  progress  advance  their  own 
opinion  in  preference  to  that  of  the  expert,  and 
clamour  for  the  origin  of  a given  disease  from  any 
cause  that  catches  the  eye.  It  is  difficult  for  the 
lay  mind  to  grasp  the  relationship  between  insani- 
tary conditions  and  disease  produced  by  specific 
microbes.  Unfortunately,  wind  always  carries  some 
weight,  and  this  pseudo  zeal  for  the  public  good,  in 
the  absence  of  a real  object,  may  seek  sympathy 
by  expending  itself  in  a charge  against  an  official. 
When  this  happens,  and  even  when  rebutted,  a 
councillor  thinks  to  justify  himself  by  saying  he  was 
told  so  and  so.  My  experience  is  that  an  official 
continually  on  his  guard  against  mendacious  attack 
feels  inimical  to  efficiency;  honest  work  cannot  be 
obtained  without  confidence.  This  opportunity 
might  be  embraced  to  correct  an  erroneous  idea 
held  by  the  more  vain  and  less  literate  members 
of  the  Council,  that  it  is  their  duty  to  supervise 
the  work  of  the  Medical  Officer.  I am  glad  to 
remember  that  I was  never  much  troubled  with 
instructions,  the  rational  majority  recognising  that 
the  work  of  a Medical  Officer  is  technical  and 
outside  the  grasp  of  the  lay  mind;  better  relations 
obtain  when  this  is  understood.

The  birth  and  death  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  are  25*4  and  12’4. 

“ Factories  and  Workshops  Act,  1901  — 
The  factories,  workshops,  bakeries  and  workplaces 
in  the  district  have  been  regularly  inspected  and, 
where  necessary,  notices  served,  all  informal.  The 
number  on  the  register,  with  other  details,  have 
been  returned  in  the  tables  on  Form  572,  which 
has  been  sent  separately  to  the  Home  Office, 
Ministry  of  Health  and  the  County  Council.  No 
case  of  infectious  disease  has  occurred  in  connec- 
tion with  any  of  them.  The  few  defects  found 
were  remedied. 

I cannot  conclude  this  my  valedictory  Report 
without  referring  to  the  good  feeling  generally 
extended  to  me  by  the  Council  for  such  a long 
period  of  years,  and  to  the  many  happy  hours 
experienced  in  the  conduct  of  affairs  in  the  board- 
room.  It  would  be  inaccurate  to  say  this  serenity 
was  invariable.  Only  when  deliberate  inaccuracy 
was  pressed  into  the  service  I found  it  necessary  to 
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strike  from  the  shoulder  and  resist  the  charge  in 
plainer  language.  Excepting  these  rare  instances, 
when  the  offender  had  to  be  shewn  the  error  of  his 
ways,  in  saying  adieu  I have  nothing  but  pleasant 
reminiscences.

Addendum  by  Dr.  Grant

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  report  to  you  on  the  Sanitary  Work  of  • 
the  district  from  my  taking  office  in  October  to 
31st  December,  1920. 

To  avoid  confusion  in  the  production  of  the 
tables,  my  predecessor  voluntarily  undertook  to 
carry  on  the  notification  part  of  the  work  to  31st 
December,  including  control  of  the  hospital  en- 
trants etc.,  as  he  had  been  already  doing. 

The  necessary  visitation  and  inspection  of 
infectious  cases  and  infected  houses  I took  over 
under  his  direction  at  the  same  time.  These 
embraced  fifty-two  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  ten  diph- 
theria, nine  pneumonia,  four  erysipelas  and  two 
malaria,  in  which  last  it  was  ascertained  quinine 
treatment  was  given. 
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This  enabled  me  to  devote  the  whole  of  my 
time  to  become  familiar  with  the  topography  of 
the  different  localities  in  the  district,  accompanied, 
when  considered  advisable,  by  Dr.  Arthur  to  give 
any  introduction  and  instruction  necessary. 

At  the  same  time  I began  any  work  of  in- 
spection that  presented,  particularly  housing.  At 
Shotton,  along  with  a Special  Committee,  several 
lots  of  housing,  especially  one  block  in  Quality 
Row,  shewing  defects  as  to  dampness  in  the  walls, 
defects  in  yards,  construction  of  sanitary  conveni- 
ences etc.,  meeting  the  owner  and  arranging  with 
him  as  to  work  to  be  done.  Thornley,  one  block 
of  houses  as  to  sanitary  conveniences  and  other 
defects.  At  Easington  village,  a batch  of  old 
houses,  situated  in  the  back  lane,  with  defects  as 
to  dampness,  bad  lighting  and  general  disrepair. 
In  the  district  throughout,  where  attention  was 
called,  to  assist  your  Inspectors  and  otherwise  as 
casually  discovered. 

One  of  my  first  duties  was  to  be  present  at  the 
Inquiry  as  to  the  purchase  of  land  for  a tip  at 
Murton.  The  whole  routine  of  the  work  is  now 
fully  in  hand. 

The  accumulated  records  and  documents  be- 
longing to  the  previous  thirty-seven  years  of  the 
appointment  I have  received  fully  docketed  and 
in  order. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  tendering  best  thanks 
to  my  predecessor  for  much  assistance  ungrudgingly 
rendered  by  way  of  introduction  to  the  multifarious 
duties  of  the  office,  particularly  to  the  large  amount 
of  personal  information  as  to  details  that  could  not 
be  conveyed  by  any  number  of  written  documents.
